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and with the growth of population, complexities of govern¬ 
ment arose. Great Britain recognized the right of the 
provinces to self-government. 

Friction arose between the upper and lower sections of 
Canada over equal representation in Parliament. Repre¬ 
sentation by population became a popular cry. In Parlia¬ 
ment parties were so evenly balanced that deadlock became 
a common experience. Between 1861 and 1864 four or 
five Ministers held office. 

Under these circumstances the ideas of union of the Canadas 
suggested itself. Out of the idea of the federal(?) union 
of two provinces grew the idea of the union of all provinces. 

In 1864 at Quebec, thirty-three delegates representing 
Canada, New Brunswick, Nova Scotia, Prince Edward 
Island, and Newfoundland, gathered together for the 
Confederation Conference. 

Of French, English, Irish and Scotch descent were these 
“Fathers of Confederation,” who dealt with the question 
of a union of all the British North American provinces. 
Delegates were sent to the Imperial Government to secure 
an Act of Union. 

On July 1st, 1867, in the reign of Queen Victoria, 
the British North America Act came into force, uniting 
the provinces of Canada, Nova Scotia, and New Bruns¬ 
wick under the name of Canada.
